“The Senate has no greater power 
than is necessary to accomplish its 
lawful purpose. We do not dispute the 
power to compel attendance, but its 
power | certainly no greater than that 
of the courts and goes oniy so far as to 
cover the necessities required to fulfill 
its constitutional functions. Where 
there is conflict between the _ citizen 
and the legislative body the citizen 
does not relinquish all his rights. We 
say that clearly the exercise of power 
sought here is wholly unnecessary to 
obtain pertinent testimony. It is a 
vital question when a man is arreNces, 
if there is no statute to cover the af 
rest. it matters not how long the depA 
rivation of liberty may be. The war- 
rant in this case ordered detention 
until further notice. and under it a 
citizen might be held until the Senate 
saw fit to consider his case, regardless 
of the time that elapsed. If the Senate 
has the power to arrest to compel at- 
tendance under circumstances such as 
these it may arrest without a subpena 
and keep a citizen in custody indefi- 
nitely. 

Calls Action Judicial, 


“Such a power was never intended. 
It was never intended to subject all 
citizens to such indignity, and, there- 
fore, when a citizen is arrested in the 
violat.on of such fundamental con- 
stitutional rights it is his duty to re- 
sist for the protection of himself and 
his country. This resolution is not 
one cealing with a legislative inquiry 
but an investigation of private affairs 
and, therefore, of judicial character. 
We contend that in this case the 
bounds of authority have been exceed- 
ed in that this information was not 
neede‘l for the Senate in its legislative 
function, that a judicial inquiry was 
being made and that the questions 
were not in any manner pertinent to 
possible legislation The resolution 
specifically directs an investigation of 
the Suntinental Trading Co. and the 
tracing of the bonds. Those words re- 
veal the purpose of the committee to 
be akin to a bureau of investigation. 
Every question of public interest was 
answered. Only two specific questions 
were not, which considered after the 
other questions were clearly dealing 
with private affairs. 

“We feel that because the power of 
arrest in order to compel attendance 
does not apply in this case, because 
there was no legislative purpose and be 
cause all questions of public character 
were answered that the writ of habeus 
corpus should be granted.” 


“There is only a small point involved 
here,” said Mr. Wickersham. “There

The report of the, naval board of in- 
quiry investigating the,submarine 8-4 
disaster was presented to Secretary ol 
the Navy Wilbur yesterday afternoon at 
1 o’clock.

The Senate has approved the Watson bill, 
extending the life of the Federal Radio Com- 
mission to March 15, 1929. It has not as yet 
acted upon the nominations of Commissioners 
Caldwell, Pickard and Lafount, but its inter- 
state commerce committee probably will rec- 
ommend their confirmation if the House agrees 
to the Watson bill, which provides further 
that the terms of the commissioners shall run 
only until February 13, 1929. Under this 
arrangement, if the bill becomes law, all mem- 
bers of the commission would have to be re- 
nominated again at the coming session of Con- 
gress, , 

In. most respects the legislation is all that 
It is generally admitted that so 
far control over the ether has not been estab- 
lished satisfactorily.

TAX TITLES. 

It would seem that Washingtonians with 
spare funds for investment are missing 
chances here at home while chasing the elu- 
sive dollar in other sections of the country. 
Each year when the list of properties upon 
which taxes are unpaid is published and the 
sale of the lands advertised, there comes to 
Washington from western New York a man 
with a bank account who evidently has great 
faith in Washington real estate, He never 
leaves until he has acquired temporary title, 
at least, to various and sundry parcels of real 
estate in the District of Columbia. 

The annual sale of properties for unpaid 
taxes took place last month and the report of 
results has just been made by Commissioner 
Taliaferro. This report indicates that 9,176 
separate parcels of land were sold for taxes 
and that the District realized from the sale 
$611,680.27. C. H. Wiltse, of Rochester, was 
the principal: customer, buying more than a 
third of the properties offered, and paying for 
his purchase more than half of the entire sum 
received. Mr. Wiltse bought 3,373 certificates 
for which he paid $339,856.20. Manuel Faust, 
of Cleveland, took tax title to 1,728 parcels for 
$69,058.80, while two Washington buyers, 
Messrs. Rout and Fraser, bought 3,597 par- 
cels between them,

SWAPPING GROCERIES OVERSEAS, 

In the days of the windjammer the skipper 
of a merchant ship was more than a sailor; he 
was a trader, and the field of his operations 
was the seven seas. The owners of the clipper 
ships that sailed from New Bedford, New 
York, Philadelphia or Baltimore to the Gold 
Coast of Africa or’ to the ports of Asia could 
never be certain of the character of the cargoes 
which their shipmaster—generally an owner 
of at least one-thirty-second of the craft— 
would bring back to the home port. They 
might be slaves or spices. 

The laying of eables changed all that, and 
the click of the Morse code kept the master

RENDITION IS MASTERLY 


Jascha Heifetz, the renowned vio- 
linist and composer, was the soloist in 
a comprehensive concert yesterday at 
Poli’s Theater under the local manage- 
ment of Mrs. Wilson Greene. ‘The art- 
ist was favorably received by a large 
audience and had to respond to an en- 
core several times. 

Mr. Heifetz’s violin tone is full and 
rounded and he has notable finger 
dexterity and a rea] gift of interpreta- 
tion.

WOULD BREAK DEADLOCK 


An attempt to break the deadlock 
that has existed for many years here 
over workmen’s compensation legisla- 
tion will be: made in the near future, 
as the result of a suggestion yester- 
day by Senator Blaine (Republican), 
of Wisconsin. 

When Senator Blaine’s subcommit- 
tee of the Senate District committee 
met yesterday morning to consider the 
two bills providing for workmen’s com- 
pensation here; the senator suggested 
that the proponents of the two meas- 
| ures get together and try and reach a 
| compromise. 

The Bruce-Underbill bill would place 
compensation insurance with private 
companies, whereas the Capper-Fitz- 
gerald bill would have it administered 
by the United States Employes Com- 
pensation Commission. 

Those who appeared yesterday to in- 
dorse one or the other of the bills 
agreed that Senator Blaine’s suggestion 
was a good one, and both sides prob- 
ably will designate men to take part 
in the proposed “get together’ con- 
ference within the next few days.

Underhill bill at the meeting was W. 
W. Everett, representing the Board of 
Trade, the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Merchants and Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, and various automobile, real es- 
|tate and insurance interests.

the “Draft Coolidge” adherents could 
admitcedly disregard the first state- 
ment ‘n the resolution. But the added 
provision, it was declared, would vir- 
tually eliminate President Coolidge 
even though, as Senator Bingham 
argued, there should come a dire 
emergency such as a state of war. 


Sites President’s Popularity. 


The fact was inescapable, he said, 
that the resolution was sponsored by 
“enemies of the present occupant of 
the White House.” He recalled that 
the author of the resolution, Senator 
La Follette, represented a State wun- 
friendly to the Coolidge policies. Four 
years ago, he said, the delegates stood 
up and acclaimed the BRresident, all 
save the delegates from Wisconsin. 

Senator La Follette retorted: 

“And the Wisconsin delegates are 
very proud of their action at that con- 
vention.” 

Despite the unfriendly attitude of 
Wisconsin and the Democrats, Bing- 
ham continued, the President’s popu- 
larity was shown by his majority of 
more than 7,000,000 votes. 

Senator Brookhart, of Iowa, Repub- 
lican Progressive, interrupted to observe 
that the Connecticut senator “over- 
looked the 5,000,000 votes that were 
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‘east for Senator La Follette, and when 
e

the overwhelming wish of the people 
who took the trouble to answer the poll 
that Calvin Coolidge should be the can- 
didate.” ‘The Wisconsin senator ex- 
plained very frankly, however, that he 
introduced his resolution following the 
revival recently of the draft movement 
in New York. 

It was his point that a third term 
would be subversive of American insti- 
tutions and the New York movement 
made it important that the Senate ex- 
press itself. | 


Talks of Patronage. 


It is within the power of any Presi- 
dent, he declared, to get the nomina- 
tion at the hands of his party as long 
as he wants it. There are approximately 
60,000 postmasters, United States mar- 
shals and the like on the Federal pay 
roll drawing a total salary of $127,- 
500,000 a year, and in addition 
there are 79.745 employes under the 
Hitchcock “one-two-three” plan of 
competitive examination receiving an 
aggregate salary of $104,000,000 a year, 
and whom a President, if he so desired, 
could use to force his renomination, he 
declared, 

Under the “one-two-three” plan of 
competitive examination, the applicant 
under civil service does not have to 
make the highest mark. Any one of the 
three making the highest mark may be 
selected, it was pointed out, and in- 
stances were cited where the applicant 
of the same political party that hap- 
pened to be in power usually got the 
job. 

Senator Norris, of Nebraska, declared 
that if the President wanted to he 
could nullify the whole civil service 
plan with one stroke. He agreed with 
Senator Bingham that there might con- 
ceivably be a time when the security 
of the Nation demanded the retention 
in power of a certain President, but the 
danger in breaking down the two-term 
precedent, in his opinion, is far more 
grave than the possibility of such an 
emergency as the Connecticut senator 
suggested.

support of the resolution. 

“{ have no unfriendly feeling or 
animosity toward him,” he declared. 
“But at the same-time I am not under 
the whip or lash of anyone.” 

Discussing the power that he .de- 
clared lay in the hands of the Presi- 
dent to perpetuate a “monarchy,” if 
he so willed, the Nebraska senator sald 
that it is human nature for a man ap- 
pointed to office by the President to 
feel under obligations to him. And if 
the two-term precedent is ever broken 
he declared, it would be “human na- 
ture” for the man benefiting by it to 
“réach out for additional power.” 


Commendation for Coolidge. 


President Coolidge, he declared, 
should be commended for not using the 
power at his disposal, giving*as an illus- 
tration of this power the Republican 
machine in the South. 

“Everybody knows that it is cor- 
rupt,” he declared, “that it is a dis- 
grace to the Nation. They line up the 
Southern States like a master lining 
up his slaves.” 

In a number of instances, he sald, 
the Republican machine in the South 
is indorsed by” and works hand and 
hand with Democratic office holders. 

The President’s power to perpetuate 
himself in office is not confined to the 
Federal office holders, either, he de- 
clared, asserting that he can manipu- 
late senators. This was shown, he de- 
clared, in the passage in President 
Harding’s administration of the ship 
subsidy bill. Lame duck senators were 
won over to the bill by the promise of 
lucrative jobs, he charged. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, wanted 
to know if the Nebraska senator 
thought the President could perpetuate 
himself in office if a large part of the 
Republican party did not want him to. 
Senator Norris replied that the condl- 
tion could be brought about where 
even “powerful and selfish interests— 
the unseen government—would be a 
et 


get a finger in the pic.” ; 

The condition could be brought 
about where men who opposed it would 
be “denoinced as traitors,” he sald. 

Senator Bruce (Democrat), of Mary- 
land, argued in favor of the resolution, 
although saying that he did not 
especially prefer the commendatory 
clause. It is well known, he declared, 
that the President always gives better 
service in his second term, because he 
does not have to give any thought to 
reelection. If the third term is held 
out-as a possibility, then politics will 
characterize the President’s first two 
terms, he said. The Maryland senator, 
approving two terms for a President, 
quoted Benjamin Franklin to the ef- 
fect that “an old woman is the best,” 
but hastily explained that he did not 
mean to suggest that Mr: Coolidge is 
an “old woman.” 


Is Unfinished Business. 


The President again came into the 
light vein of the discussion when Sen- 
ator Bingham said he thought the res- 
olution had been introduced to stop 
the momentum of the “snowball,” re- 
ferring to the draft-Coolidge move- 
ment. Senator Caraway (Democrat), of 
Arkansas, wanted to know if he meant 
vals od to the President as a ‘“‘snow- 
ball.” 

Senator Robinson, the Democratic 
leader, and Smith, of South Carolina, 
all contributed pot shots, and it was 
with difficulty that Senator Shortridge 
(Republican), California, kept out of 
the discussion. He finally did observe: 

“The Senate has no constitutional 
authority to pass this resolution. This 
is a legislative body.” 

The Senate’s two presidential candt- 
dates, Senators Curtis, of Kansas, and 
Willis, of Ohlo, steered clear of the de- 
bate. 

At its close, the resolution was be- 
fore the Senate as the unfinished busi- 
ness. Senator Bingham has a motion 
pending to send it to the judiciary com- 
mittee, the defeat of which he con-

The Declarer having but 
four Hearts In his two hands, it is ev- 
ident that East must have either fivé 
or four, depending upon whether East 
or West has the Deuce. The Declarer 
can hold up the Ace of Hearts until the 
third royind of that suit, but if he do, 
one of his adversaries will be left with 
one Heart and the other with two, so 
that no matter how the adverse Hearts 
may be divided, either adverse hand 
that obtains the lead will be able to 
lead that sult and doing so will save 
the game because four Hearts plus the

Conse- 
quently there is no point in Declarer’s 
holding up and it may be by winning 
the first trick he can make a Grand 
Slam.

But he should try 
the Spade finesse rather than either of 
the others because, if it win, he will 
have game (four Spades, one Heart and 
two tricks in each Minor) without risk- 
ing another finesse; but if he try either 
of the Minor finesses first and win, he 
would have only eight tricks assured 
(success with the Diamond finesse 
might produce only seven) and would 
have to risk another finesse.

AND US,, ASOERTS JUDGE 


Urges Criminal Contempt Pro- 
ceedings Against 4 South- 
ern Pacific Officials. 


UNION INVOLVED IN CASE 


Houston, Tex., Feb. 7 (A.P.).—Crim- 
inal contempt proceedings against four 
officials of the Southern Pacific lines in 


Louisiana and Texas for violating the 
court’s injunction restraining them 
from interferring with operation of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks was rec- 
ommended in an opinion handed down 
here “today by Federal Judge J. C. 
Hutcheson. 

The officials of the railroad, who 
several days ago were found guilty of 
contempt of court in a civil action are H. 
M Lull, executive vice president of the 
Southern Pacific Lines in Louisiana and 
Texas; G. S. Waid, general manager; J. 
G. Torian, assistant to Mr. Waid, and 

R. Mann, superintendent of the 
El. Paso division. They face sentence 
in this case next Friduy. 

The court indicated that the Brother- 
hood of Railway Clerks should be re- 
stored as the official labor body of the 


company’s clerical employes and that | 


the company union, the Association of 
Clerical Employes, should be dissolved. 
Mr. Lull and his three associates are 
alleged to have violated the third para- 
graph of section 152 of the Railway 
Labor Act, the purpose of which ostensi- 
bly was to eliminate strikes of em- 
ployes of transportation lines. 

In August an injunction was issued 
restraining the rail officials from inter- 
fering, influencing or coercing the 
brotherhood in operation of its union. 

Judge Hutcheson indicated the rail- 
road officiais had not only rejected 
the good offices of the Federal Media- 
tion Board but apparently had defied 
it. 

“It is abundantly clear,” the opinion 
said, “* * * that the matters here 
involved, should be referred to the 
proper law officers of the Government 
for them to determine whether a pro- 
ceeding for criminal contempt of court 
in the name of the United States 
should be hegun.” Strong terms were 
used by the jurist in assailing the con- 
duct of the rail officials. 

“While it is hard to believe that a 
railroad and its officials would delib- 
erately seek to set at naught both the 
legislative and judicial power of the 
United States,” he said, “{t is more 
difficult to avoid the conclusion that 
the violation of the statute and of the 
injunction * * * was the result of 
& strong and settled purpose to defy 
both ”’

Dies Out. 


OTHERS SOON TO REOPEN 


Miami, Fla., Feb. 7 (A.P.).—Conifi- 
dence in Miami banks apparently was 
restored today following a flurry of ex- 
citement which led to the temporary 
closing yesterday of three of the city’s 
smaller financial institutions; attrib- 
uted to circulation of anonymous 
letters. 

Runs, which began on several of the 
larger banks at noon yesterday, started 
to subside during the forenoon and 
then died out altogether, by noon the 
waiting lines of depositors seeking to 
withdraw their funds had disappeared, 
and several million dollars brought 
from the Federal Reserve Branch Bank 
at Jacksonville to meet possible con- 
tinued heavy withdrawals today was 
not needed. 

Reports from several of the affected 
banks at the close of business noted 
increases in deposits, which officials in- 
terpreted as meaning that cash with- 
drawn during the excitement gradually 
was finding its way back to the banks. 

Meanwhile all three of the banks 
that were closed temporarily an- 
nounced that plans were in progress for 
early reopening, with State Comptroller 
Ernest Amos reiterating that none 
would have been forced to suspend had 
it not been for the anonymous letter, 
the writer of which still is sought by 
the police. 

They are the Southern Bank & Trust| 
Co., Which suspended business after 
heavy withdrawals due to circulation 
of the letters predicting its failure, and 
the Citizens Bank and the Bank of 
Allapattah, which were ordered closed 
by the comptroller because of fear that 
they might not be in position to with- 
stand possible heavy withdrawals due 
to the Southern suspension.

LONG LITIGATION SEEN 
IF BILLS SHOULD PASS 


Corporation Counsel Points 
Out Work of Years Before 
Courts Would Be Lost. 


Lieut. Col. U. 8S. Grant’s proposed new 
law to revise completely the precedure 
for acquiring land for park sites by con- 
demnation was disapproved yesterday 
by the District Commissioners. The 
Commissioners contented themselves 
with characterizing the legislation as 
undesirable and not necessary to the 
District. Their opinion ran rather to 
the proposed broadening of the bills to 
make the new condemnation plan apply 
to purely municipal cases. Corporation 


Counsel William W. Bride, however, 
used stronger language and made a 
sweeping criticism of the Senate and 
House bills containing Col Grant’s pro- 
posal. He said some of the provisions 
were of highly questionable validity 
and, if enacted, the work of years would 
be destroyed. 

The bills were introduced in the 
House by Representative Zihlman, of 
Maryland, and in the Senate by Senator 
Capper, of Kansas. 


Additional Justice Provided. 


,» It provides for the appointment by 
the President of an additional justice 
of the District Supreme Court, who 
would specialize in condemnation cases. 
It also provides that the Attorney Gen- 
eral shall represent the United States 
in all condemnation proceedings. 

Bride’s views were contained in an 
Opinion submitted to the Commission- 
ers at their request, and quoted in the 
Commissioners’ report to Brig. Gen. H. 
M. Lord, director of the bureau of the 
budget. Supported by detailed com- 
ment on the bills section by section, 
Bride’s general comments were as fol- 
lows: 

“While there are a few good points 
in the bills it seems to me that a very 
few amendments to the present law 
would cure any objections to present 
practice which seems to have worked 
fairly well in fact despite theoretical 
criticism to the contrary. Our present 
laws have been made concrete and set- 
tiled by appellate decision. 


Long Strife Predicted. 


“At the present time almost any ob- 
jection raised to a legal step taken by 
the District may be met with a citation 
of authority which is conclusive. 

“If a law were adopted such as the 
present bills suggest, changing present 
practice in toto, and containing pro- 
visions, of which some are of highly 
questionable validity, the work of years 
is destroyed. We should be again at the 
inception of a long period of legal 
strife ended only when an appellate 
court had ruled upon the myriad con- 
tentions and objections raised from 
time to time to defeat our condemna- 
tion rfojects.” 

The citizens’ advisory council recent- 
ly approved Col. Grant’s bills and rec- 
ommended that they be made to in- 
clude all District condemnation cases, 
those for school and other public 
building s'fg:s and street opening as 
well as for park sites. 


Gallon of Milk May 
Save Victim of Poison 


By forcing a gallon of milk down the 
throat of Jacob Roberts, 30 years old, 
a boarder at 4607 Fifteenth street 
northwest, yesterday, Policeman Frank 
J. Scoville, of the Thirteenth Precinct, 
probably saved the man’s life. 

In a mood of despondency, police re- 
port, Roberts attempted to end his life 
in his room by swallowing poison. Oc- 
cupants of the house discovered his 
act and summoned the police. Sco- 
ville responded and after learning the 
nature of the case hurriedly procured 
four quarts of milk, which he forced 
Roberts to drink. After the first aid 
treatment, Roberts was taken to Gar- 
tield Hospital, where it was reported 
that although his condition was seri- 
ous, he had a chance to recover. Rob- 

rts, police say, blamed marital diffi- 
culties for his act.

Kenzie without any charges having 
been preferred against him. For this 
alleged imprisonment the plaintiff de- 
mands $50,000 damages. : 

The second count alleges that on 
January 17 the plaintiff was taken into 
custody on the street and lodged in 
No. 1 Precinct, where he was detained 
a half day without any charges having 
been .filed against him with the proper 
authorities. Neither of the counts go 
into any detail concerning the exact 
nature of the cause of the alleged acts 
of the defendant against the liberty of 
the plaintiff. The second count con- 
tains a demand for $50,000 damages.

DELINQUENT TAX SALE 
NETS D. C. $611,680 


Purchasers Pay Arrears on 
9,176 Lots; Over 6,000 Par- 
cels Left Unsold. 


The annual tax sale last month net- 
ted the District $611,680.27 in delin- 
quent taxes, according to a report by 
Tax Collector Chatham M. Towers to 
Commissioner Sidney’F. Taliaferro. This 
sum was considerably less than the 


proceeds of tax sales of recent years 
and the number of parcels of property 
affected was correspondingly smaller 
because fewer taxes were allowed to be- 
come delinquent, due to a special cam- 
paign for collection before the last day 
on which they were due. 

Taxes on 9,176 lots were advanced by 
the tax purchasers, the owners having 
two years in which to redeem them by 
reimbursing the buyers for tax money 
advanced plus 1 per cent a month in- 
terest. There were between 6,000 and 
8,000 parcels left delinquent and un- 
sold in the hands of the District. 

As usual professional tax dealers 
bought nearly all of the tax accounts, 
although one of the habitual dealers, 
the National Mortgage & Investment 
Co., did not attend the sale this year. 
C. H. Wiltsie, of Rochester, N. Y., 
bought 3,373 accounts aggregating 
$339,856.29; Manuel Faust, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, advanced $69,058.80 on 1,728 
titles; J. S. Fraser, of this city, paid 
$11,553.85 on 1,987 parcels, and C. L. 
Rout, also of this city, paid $175,816.55 
on 1,610 parcels.

Electric Cancer Cures 
Disclosed at Hearing 


Use of Oscillating Current on Mice Revealed as Method 
Employed by Health Service Physician Before 
Appropriations Committee. 


(Associated Press.) 
Dr. A. M. Stimson, of the Public 
Health Service, has disclosed to a House 
appropriations committee that cancer 


artificially induced in mice, has been 
cured_in some instaces by an electric 
treatment. 

The method employed consisted of 
an oscillating current of very high 
frequency, and Dr, Stimson said further 
researches into the adaptability of the 
current for treating the disease would 
be carried on by the health service. 

Use of this electric phenomenon had 
never before been made in connection 
with cancer, h esaid. Dr. J. W. Scher- 
eschewsky is in charge of the work. 

“Thus far the results have been suf- 
ficiently encouraging so that we think 
that they ought to be followed further,” 
with cancer, he said. Dr. J. W. Scher- 
eschewsky hes found that by sub- 
mitting mice which had cancer arti- 
ficially induced in them to this high 
frequency current a certain percentage 
of them can be cured. At the same 
time he has found that some of them, 
if the dosage is a little too high, will 
die. It is a question of further in- 
vestigating the exact dosage of this 
physical agent, 

“However, he has had some 30 mice 
there that had terrible tumors, and

after the treatment the tumors sub- 
sided, and the mice were still living at 
the last report.” 

Coordination of the Public Health 
Service with State health departments 
and independent foundations and re- 
search laboratories in studies to find a 
cure for cancer has been carried on for 
several years, Dr. C. C. Pierce, acting 
surgeon general, said yesterday. 

Dr. Schreschewsky is now stationed 
at the Harvard University Medical 
School, cooperating with the Harvard 
laboratories and the Massachusetts 
Board of Health in cancer cure experi- 
ments. Government health officers be- 
lieve that only by unified work of all 
those engaged in cancer study to avoid 
duplication of effort can a successful 
fight against the disease be conducted.
